Flood Problems Again 
Face Warren Council 


Residents of Glade were present 
when the Warren council met Mon­ 
day, and expressed concern about 
the performance of Glade Run. 
Council also discussed the Indian 
Run 
problem. 
Both 
overflowed 
their banks during the recent hur­ 
ricane. 
It was estimated by the engineer 
that a project to correct Indian 
Run would cost $38,200. The cost 
for Glade Run was set at $87,500. 
This, he said, could be assessed 
against the neighboring property 
owners. 
Council 
probably will 
contact 
Harrisburg to see what can be 
done. Judging by other projects of 
a similar nature 
very 
close 
to 
Warren, and one involving Glade 
Run, the state will dredge 
the 
channel and build up the banks, if 
a channel right-of-way is provided. 
This is why 
neither of these 
streams has been corrected. If 
councilmen will check the records 
they will find that the merry-go- 
round has been well discussed and 
you will be awarded the brass ring 
when you find the property owners 
who don’t want to be paid to be 
relieved from a flood.

Stevenson In 1956? 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


W ASHINGTON - President Ei­ 
senhower’s 
participation 
in 
the 
Congressional campaign has been 
matched by that of his unsuccess­ 
ful rival of 1952, both as to scope 
and intensity. Each, as well, has a 
similar stake looking to 1956. 
Adlai Stevenson is following the 
President by winding up his cam­ 
paigning in New York and New 
Jersey after a rigorous schedule 
in the Far West, along the Pacific 
Coast, and back in his own Middle 
West. 
As well as doing a chore for his 
party, Stevenson also has been 
keeping the fires bright on many 
hillsides in a personal chore for 
himself, which is to win renomina­ 
tion in 1956 as his party’s Presi­ 
dential candidate. He not only has 
kept himself 
before 
the 
public 
while outlining the issues of the 
campaign as he sees them, but has 
•been brushing up his contacts with 
local political leaders who will 
have much to say in the national 
convention less than two years 
from now. 
At the same time, he and his 
close circle of advisors have been 
pondering a problem which lies 
immediately ahead. That relates 
to the sort of role he should, or 
can, play in the months before the 
1956 convention in the face of two 
obvious handicaps: 
1. He does not occupy public 
office and therefore lacks the forum 
which public office offers, an ad­ 
vantage enjoyed by a number of 
Senators and Governors who may 
be regarded as aspirants also for 
the nomination. 
2. Political interest naturally will 
be concentrated on Congress, as is 
usual between elections. The lead­ 
ership of the party there will be 
making the issues and writing the 
record. This includes the Presiden­ 
tial hopefuls who have at their 
command all the facilities of pub­ 
licity which Congress and their 
positions afford. 
The 
problem 
revolving 
about 
Congress exists whether Demo­ 
crats win control in the coming 
election or not, so far as Adlai 
Stevenson is concerned. But it will 
be more difficult and delicate, both 
for him and the party, if the Dem­ 
ocrats control Congress. The party 
then would be responsible and on 
the spot. It must conduct itself in 
a divided government in such a 
manner that it can not be charged 
with obstructing the President, who 
is a Republican, and a President 
who is still extremely popular. 
How much of a part will Adlai 
Stevenson play in decisions as to 
the party’s course for the next two 
years or, put another way, how 
much of a part will he be able or 
permitted to play? That will be, 
indeed, a test of his leadership. 
The party in Congress, it should be 
stressed, is dominated by its South­ 
ern wing. If the party should win 
control at next week’s 
election,

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Southerners will occupy key offices, 
such as Speaker of the House and 
Majority Leader of the Senate - 
Texans are in line for both places — 
as well as the bulk of committee 
chairmanships. 
The Southern wing, as is known, 
is cool to the more liberal wing of 
the party with which Adlai Steven­ 
son is identified, when not actually 
hostile. The 1952 candidate has the 
same problem that the Eastern, 
moderately progressive wing of the 
Republican party always had be­ 
tween elections when the Middle 
West conservative wing was 
om- 
inant in Congress. That was per­ 
sonalized for a long time in Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York, 
the outsider, and the late Senator 
Robert Taft of Ohio and his follow­ 
ing in Congress. Tom Dewey, how­ 
ever, always had the benefit of a 
forum of his own as Governor of 
New York during all those years. 
He and the Eastern wing did alL 
right at conventions always. Sim­ 
ilarly, Adlai Stevenson will find a 
more agreeable atmosphere in such 
assemblages 
representing 
the 
whole country, for there the South­ 
ern influence is a minority one, 
even if noisy. But, before the na­ 
tional convention comes, 
comes 
Congress for two years. 
Adlai Stevenson’s awareness of 
his peculiar 
problem 
has 
been 
manifest in overtures to the South 
by both him and his friend, Dem­ 
ocratic National Chairman Stephen 
A. Mitchell, since the 1952 election. 
Their conciliatory gestures seem to 
have been fruitful. 
As of now, the 1952 candidate is 
regarded as the odds-on favorite 
for the 1956 
nomination 
among 
party leaders across the nation. It 
is Stevenson against the field. His 
position in the South appears favor­ 
able if advices received by this 
reporter are correct that Senator 
Richard B. Russell of Georgia, who 
had the support of most Southern 
delegations at the start of the 1952 


convention, now regards the Stev­ 
enson renomination as the wisest 
course for the party. For a time 
Senator Stuart Symington of Mis­ 
souri had been regarded as the 
possible legatee of the 
Russell 
support. Senator Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas, Senate Democratic lead­ 
er, would 
like 
to 
become 
the 
South’s favorite son. Perhaps the 
principal handicap of another as­ 
pirant for the nomination, Senator 


Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, was 
the lack of real support from the 
South. He is in the running again.. 
Though the convention is still 
many months off, you can be sure 
that 1956 Presidential nomination 
politics will begin to buzz among 
the Democrats as soon as the Con­ 
gressional elections 
are decided 
and over next week, and with more 
than usual zest, too, if Democrats 
win control of Congress.

RADIO AND TELEVISION 
By John Crosby 


LET THERE BE SELZNICK 
Two hours is an awful long time 
to fill a television screen, TV fans 
being bred for shorter distances, 
and the 
particular 
triumph 
of 
David O. Selznick’s “Light’s Dia­ 
mond Jubilee” is that it made the 
time seem much shorter than that. 
This two-hour show on four net­ 
works and hundreds of indepen­ 
dent stations - the only way you 
could avoid it was to turn the set 
off and read a book, God forbid — 
was the noted film producer’s first 
stab at television and Mr. Selznick 
assembled an awe-inspiring list of 
co-workers to help out. Joseph 
Cotton did a very able job of nar­ 
ration. Ben Hecht was nominally 
the author of the script but he 
dipped liberally into the works of 
other noted writers such as John 
Steinbeck, Irwin Shaw, Max Shul- 
man, Abraham Lincoln and who­ 
ever wrote the Old Testament 
which provided the opening line 
“In the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth .... And 
God said: ‘Let there be light’ and 
there was light.” 
After this rather solemn begin­ 
ning, Hecht in a lighter vein show­ 
ed that some of the wonders of the 
age of electricity were not unmix­ 
ed blessings, a bit of impudence 
that demonstrated right at the out­ 
set that neither Selznick nor Hecht 
was going to spend the two hours 
doing obeisance to the electric 
light people no matter who was 
paying the bills. 
The central theme was a paean 
to American individualism and oc­ 
casionally Hecht’s philosophy got a 
little boozy. As an early example 
of rugged individualism, there was 
>a filmed reconstruction of that cele­ 
brated 
bit 
of 
“Tom 
Sawyer” 
where Tom gets his friends to do 
his work for him. 
The rest of the show was a pot­ 
pourri of drama, song, sketches, 
monologues - mostly dedicated to 
the proposition that America is a 
pretty nice place to live but that 
Americans take this fact with great 
good humor. There was a seven 
minute old Robert Benchley short 
on how to care for a baby, as 
funny a bit as the old master ever, 
did. 
One of Irwin Shaw’s best stories, 
“Girls In Their Summer Dresses,” 
was dramatized - no easy task, by 
the way — and very charmingly 
played by Lauren Bacall and David 
Niven. There was a tribute to the 
American public school system, 
which at the moment doesn’t de­ 
serve it, and to the colleges, in 
which Eddie Fisher sang “The 
Sweetheart of Sigma Chi” and 
some other songs. 
The funniest bit of all was a 
monologue in which George Gobel 
tried to explain the workings of an 
electronic brain - just about the 
funniest monologue I’ve 
heard 
since Robert Benchley’s “Treasur­ 
er’s Report.” As the show moved 
into its second hour, Helen Hayes 
and Thomas Mitchell, a couple of 
real experts, played a bit about a 
couple of country folk who collect 
an inheritance from her Uncle 
Hardtack in which Miss Hayes had 


a perfectly^ wonderful hangover 
scene and Dorothy Dandridge sang 
some wonderful songs - Cole Por­ 
ter’s “You Do Something To Me” 
and George Gershwin’s “A Foggy 
Day In London Town.” 
There was a decidedly tongue-in- 
cheek salute to the scientists who 
are going to bequeath us a lot of 
gadgets in the world of tomorrow, 
not all of which we’re going to 
love. The closing dramatic bit was 
one of John Steinbeck’s most touch­ 
ing stories about a pioneer who 
had crossed the prairies in a cov­ 
ered wagon and now, on the shores 
of the Pacific, felt there was no 
place further to explore and con­ 
sequently nothing really to live for. 
The show closed with a little filmed 
speech by President Eisenhower 
on a note of affirmation. It closed 
in the nick of time before Mr. 
Hecht’s sentimentality got com­ 
pletely out of hand. 
My only objection to the show is 
that there was a little too much of 
everything in it, a complaint that 
could be directed at a lot of TV 
shows these days. Television, it 
seems to me, is in about the phase

the talkies were in back around 
1929 when they were producing 
things like “Show of Shows” which 
contained everything from Rin Tin 
Tin to John Barrymore declaiming 
bits of “Richard HI,” the idea 
being to overpower you with sheer 
quantity. 
One thing the show did not have, 
thank heaven, was a dramatization 
of Thomas Edison’s discovery of 
the electric light. All week long on 
all the other shows, actors were 
happily inventing the electric light 
and by the end of the week I 
thought they ought to pass on to 
other things like inventing, maybe, 
the phonograph or the telephone.

OBSERVATIONS 


By Bob Walsh 


It is time to talk of votes and 
polls, and prejudices, and things. 
Next Tuesday is the day we are 
supposed to choose our officials; 
some, like the governor, for four 
years, others, like the state assem­ 
blyman, for two. 
The American voter is notorious 
for not using his 
right, 
but 
in 
Warren county it is almost under­ 
standable. So efficient is the Re­ 
publican organization that there is 
little doubt of the outcome. Thus, 
many independents and Democrats 
don’t bother to vote, and many 
more are not even registered. In 
turn there probably will be four or 
five 
thousand 
Republican 
regis­ 
trants who won’t vote because they 
are not perturbed about the pos­ 
sibilities of losing, or they are just 
registered that way to save face 
and lack the desire to cast a vote 
accordingly. 
There have been better days for 
the Democrats. Even in the 1930’s 
they had the 
registration 
about 
evened up, and there were some* 
close elections. We may be hazy 
on this one, but we believe in one 
assembly race, 
about 
1936, 
the 
Republican 
and 
Democrat 
both 
polled over 9,000 votes, and the 
GOP winner made it by a very 
slim margin. 
But it started downhill, and has 
been backsliding for the Democrats 
ever since. There is need of good 
leadership and 
good 
candidates, 
plus an emphasis on issues that 
will excite the lethargetic. 
The 
registration 
in 
Warren 
county now reads about 12,500 Re­ 
publicans and about 4,000 Demo­ 
crats. The vote Tuesday probably 
will fihd the Republican candidates 
averaging around 7,000 votes. The 
Democrats will be 
one 
side 
or 
other of the 4,000 total. The Demo­ 
crats either are more faithful or 
attract more independent thinkers. 
The best count in a governor’s 
race in recent years was the 8,110 
given Fine in 1950. Dilworth, his 
opponent, received 4,058. Dr. Chap­ 
man led the ticket that year with 
8795 to 
Mr. 
Huckestein’s 
3495 
Allen Gibson collected 8423 to Rus­ 
sell Crippen’s 3760. This year he 
faces Lewis Crippen. 
The 
best 
vote-getter 
for 
the 
Democrats in recent years has been 
Bill McGuckin. He got 4693 in the 
assembly race of 1948, but still lost 
by 3,000 to Mr. Gibson. 
This percentage is not apt to 
change unless one side or the other 
becomes aware of the value of 
votes in the state election this fall. 
Perhaps the votes do not mean 
much locally, but there is a gover­ 
nor to elect and reports from the 


soundings 
suggest 
a 
possible 
change in Harrisburg. This sug­ 
gests that all should take part if 
they are interested in the main go. 
On a national scale the Observer 
columnists suggest it may be close 
in many states. The Democrats are' 
very apt to gain a majority in the 
House, and it could happen in the 
Senate. 
President Eisenhower has openly 
given his support to a very few 
candidates, such as Ives in New 
York. He has appeared on plat­ 
forms and called Republican can­ 
didates his friends, but he has not 
endorsed them. 
The social security changes and

steps which Republicans hope will

endear them to such groups as the 
negroes. 
On the opposite side of the ledger 
is the failure of much progressive 
legislation. 
Many 
Congressmen 
may get "slapped down for their 
reactionary records. The recession, 
so-called, may not lose the GOP 
many votes, but the apparent atti­ 
tude toward unemployment and the 
favors in tax reductions for the 
high income bracket will alienate 
many voters. 
The question seems to be — does 
Ike have enough popular appeal to 


beat an off-year loss by the “ins” 
who always are a target? We doubt 
it, because he won in 1952 by a 
very slim margin and with the help 
of a record vote. The nation-wide 
effort to sell a candidate like you 
would sell soap is lacking this fall. 
The record vote wil not be repeat­ 
ed.

Not Enough Politics ? 
By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON - Many people 
are dismissing the present boring 
campaign for control of Congress 
as “just politics.” It is the reason, 
they say, that the voters are so 
apathetic. 
The real trouble is lack of poli­ 
tics. 
Neither party has produced a 
single new creative idea in the art 
in which they pretend to be the 
experts. So they parrot the old. 
The cumulative result 
is 
the 
broken phonograph record effect. 
Of course it doesn’t attract the 
customers. 
The particular Republican chick­ 
en that is coming home to roost 
is that Republicans were not suf­ 
ficiently united and determined to 
build a party organization which 
could take command of the govern­ 
ment. 
Their soldier-President could not 
lead them in this effort both be­ 
cause of his inexperience and be­ 
cause he has a Chief of State com­ 
plex about the Presidency. Then 
he hindered them further by over­ 
balancing his Cbinet and staff with 
people from one special interest 
group — business. He took some 
errand boys from politics, but no 
strong men capable of enforcing 
party government. 
Both parties are responsive to 
special interests. But a party whose 
President and principal politicians 
command the situation can balance 
the demands made upon them with 
the people’s wants and come up 
with reasonably equitable and de­ 


fensible solutions. Being in control, 
they can at the same time protect 
their political flanks. 
The Democrats under Roosevelt, 
Ed Flynn as National Chairmen 
with such men as Jim Farley and 
Ed Flynn as National Chairmen 
and Congress dominated by Jack 
Garner, 
Sam 
Rayburn, 
Jim m y 
Byrnes and Alben Barkley, consist­ 
ently achieved balance. The party 
slipped 
under 
Harry Truman, 
whose choice of lieutenants was 
often so excruciating it raised the 
corruption issue in its simplest, 
best understood form - the deep 
freeze and the mink coat. 
Even so, Trum an’s personal pol­ 
itical astuteness was such that he 
kept the New Deal framework in­ 
tact and slid back into the White 
House on its dying momentum. 
The politicians cited above did 
not hate businessmen, they only 
considered them irrelevant. P er­ 
haps they made more people rich 
than comparable Republican re­ 
gimes — but their politicians and 
not their fat cats fixed the govern­ 
ment’s policies. 
This fall the imbalance of the 
Republican record is the Demo­ 
crats’ biggest asset. 
The special interests attached to 
the GOP did not have to come to a 
strong party organization for f»v- 
ors. They sat in on the decisions 
made; in many cases they made 
the decisions. Since they did not 
understand politics — usually they 
despise it — they could not see 
the forest for the trees. 
Business influence accomplished 
tax cuts and tax favors even ahead 
of the balanced budget it was sup­ 
posed to cherish. Defense needs,

farmers — these yielded to budget 
economies. Inflation has certainly 
been stopped, but when the work­ 
ers and the farm er look at cor­ 
porate profits they think they did 
all the stopping. 
Their angry attitudes have ap­ 
parently panicked the Republicans. 
It verges upon the pathetic that the 
Vice President should now be going 
around, after his party has been 
two years in power, trying to scare 
people about Communists in gov­ 
ernment and a possible “radical” 
Congress in which the principal 
Senate committees will be headed 
by Byrd 
of 
Virginia, 
Finance; 
George of Georgia, Foreign Rela­ 
tions; Hayden of Arizona, Appro­ 
priations; Russell of Georgia, Arm­ 
ed Services; Fulbright of Arkan­ 
sas, Banking and Currency, and 
McClellan of Arkansas, Govern­ 
ment Operations.

A black hose stretched across the 
highway with one end attached to 
a small box is all that the average 
driver sees of 
device that may 
determine the future status of the 
road on which it is temporarily 
located. Often mistaken for a speed 
trap, the piece of equipment is in* 
reality a traffic counter, placed at 
regular intervals at specific points 
throughout the state in an effort to 
record the flow of traffic. 
Through the planning division of 
the Pennsylvania Department of 
Highways a system was established 
several years ago to survey the 
traffic on the highways of the com­ 
monwealth. Several control stations 
were established on representative 
roads in each county, at which 
counts have been recorded once or 
twice per month. 
The 
statistics 
compiled have revealed the extent 
each road is used. 
Two control stations are main­ 
tained in Warren County; one is 
located on Route 62 north of War­ 
ren and the other just east of the 
intersection of Routes 6 and 62. 
Harry Fleckenstein of Oil City in­ 
stalls the portable equipment once 
per month for three days as he 
does at forty-two other points in 
Forest, Erie, Crawford, Venango, 
Lawrence, Indiana, Clarion, Arm­ 
strong, Mercer, Butler and Jeffer­ 
son counties. 
The traffic counter consists of a 
mechanism which is powered by a 
six volt battery at an 
impulse 
created by air pressure caused by 
vehicles crossing the hose. It takes 
two air impulses or two axle cross­ 
ings of the hose, to register a 
vehicle count on the recorder. It 
has been determined that three- 
axle trucks cause an error of .1 
percent in the total. The equipment 
has a 
built-in 
seven-day 
clock 
which actuates a micro switch and 
stamps the total crossings per hour 
on a roll of adding machine tape. 
The recordings are removed and 
sent to Harrisburg where they are 
used to plan highway construction 
in the distant future, to keep high­ 
way traffic flow maps up-to-date, 
and to evaluate the quality of pro­ 
ducts used in road building. 
Under the illusion that the hose 
across the road really activates a 
timing contrivance to trap speed-, 
ers, many motorists attempt to de­ 
stroy the ones 
they 
encounter. 
When damage occurs it causes add­ 
ed expense to the department and 
delays the accumulation of vital 
information. 


HOW ERRORS ACCUMULATE. 
The counters which record the traf­ 
fic flow on Pennsylvania’s high­ 
ways are estimated to be accurate 
to .1 percent.
